THE SOVIET UNION WILL NOT BE 
THE FIRST TO USE NUCLEAR WEAPONS 


Tho Union ol Soviet Sociall&t Republics under- 
likes not to be the first to use nuclear weapons. This 
pledge becomes eflecllyo Immediately alter Us pro- 
imilgallon In the UN General Assembly. This is 
ruled In Leonid Brezhnev’s address to the Second 
Special Session of the UN General Assembly on Dis- 
armament now on In New York. The oddress was 
read by USSR Foreign MlnlsUuJjAndrpi Gromyko. 

In talcing this decision, It Is said In the odJrcss, 
the Soviet Union proceeds from the Indisputable fact, 
which plays a determining role hi the present-day 
International situation, that should e nuclear war 
begin, it could mean the destruction of human civil- 
ImHod and perhaps the end of tile itself on earth. 

The peoples of the world hove ihe right lo expect 
that Ihe decision of the Soviet Union will be fol- 
lowed by reciprocal steps on the part of (he other 
nuclear slates, If the other nuclear powers assume: 
in equally precise and dear obligation not lo be the 
Am to use nuclear weapons, that would be tanta- 
tri'.inl In practice to a twin on the use nf nuclear 
lupous altogether, which ti espoused by the over- 
whelming majority ol the countries of the world. 

It is also the objective of the Soviet Union's Initia- 
lly lo raise the degree of trust In relations between 
ihiei And that ts particularly Important in the pre- 
•■ni-dav International situation where trust has been 
lovely crippled by Ihe efforts of those who arc 


trying lo upset the obtaining balance ol fortes, to 
gain military superiority over the Soviet Union And 
Its allies, and to wreck all the positive which Iho 
policy ol detente brings. 

in the search for measures which would actually 
halt the arms race many political and public figures 
of various countries have recently turned to the Idea 
ol a freeze, in other words, ol stopping a further 
build-up oi nuclear potentials. 

The idea oi a mutual Irce/e oi uuclojr arsenals as 
b first step towards their reduction and. eventually, 
romplcle elimination, Is dose lo the Sovlel point of 
view. Moreover, our country has been Hie initiator of 
rone rel e proposals aimed at stopping the nuclear 
arms rare In Us quantitative and qualitative aspects. 

Everything should be dune for iho elimination of 
chemical weapons from the lacu of the earth. The So- 
viet Union Is a convinced clwmplon ol this approach. 
We are prepared to agree without delay on the com- 
plete prohibition of chemical weapons and destine- 
lion of their stockpiles. 

On Ihe whole, the Soviet Union ts In lavom of 
moving ahead In all areas where opportunities exist 
Tor limiting and radically reducing Armaments, be It 
nuclear weapons, other types of mass destruction 
weapons or conventional armaments. There Is no typo 
of weapons which the Soviet Union would not he 
prepared to limit or ban on the basis of reciprocity, 
it is stressed In Ihe address.

In his recant speech Leonid 
Brezhnev dearly said what was 
needed to make Hie Soviet-U5 
talks lead to in agreement. 
w Firstly, the talk* should really 
be on Ihe limitation and (he re- 
duction ol strategic, armaments 
and not serve as e cover for 
continuing the arms race and 
upsetting the existing parity. 


Indonesia and Singapore voiced 
their desire to open dialoguo 
with Vietnam, and the Vietnam- 
ese minister (or foreign affairs 
will soon be going to those 
countries. 

Press reports from South-East 
Asia correctly point out that 
despite pressure from Washing- 
ton and Peking positive shifts 
might be forthcoming in rela- 
tions between Indochina and 
ASEAN. Progress in this area 
will doubtless go a long way 
towards establishing good-neigh- 
bourly relations and understand- 
ing in the region. 


Secondly, the aides should 
conduct them with regard to tho 
legitimate security interests of 
each other and in strict accord- 
ance with the principle of equal- 
ity and equal security. 

As Is known, Broxhnev put 
forward a concrete proposil for 
a meeting with US President Ro- 
nald Roagan.

Only 25 per cent of the 
population five In the eastern part of the country which 
possesses 87 per cent ol aur potential raw material and 
energy resources and vast reserves ol useful minerals. 
Apart Irom or pas where, labour resources are In short 
supply, like the Centre, flip Baltic republics and Siberia, 
there urc a/so areas— to; instance,, the South and 
Centra/ Aslo, with surplus manpower. The uneven 
distribution of. labour fn different parts* of this country 
leads ■ to iindcr-uliltiation ot labour resources in some 
places end lo shortage ol workers fn others and this 
lowers productivity as a whole. 

As a result of fhe Introduction ol zone Increments to 
wages ami salaries . the level ot pay lor Industrial and 
office workers has noticeably Increased. Other benefits 
have also been raised— lor Instance, the Irumporl and 
PfH/cinent allowance; payabla to those I ravelling . to 
new fobs from iifhcr ports of f/ie USSR; paid leave has 
been lengthened, etc. 

Such measures have had a positive etfeef on attract- 
ing additional labour supplies to areas In need ol them.

Hie Byelorussians have achie- 
ved a real breakthrough in fish 
breading. However, one can 
hardly expect the appearance ol 
eei nurseries in the near future, 
for It la as difficult to breed the 
larvae until they reach the stage 
when they can be safely let oul 
Intg lakes as ll Is to make 
these egs< mature. Scientists 
are now working on Ihe former 
problem.
